Drivers get MVI break 

Motor vehicle inspections to be two years apart instead of one

Soon drivers will no 
longer have to get their 
vehicles inspected every 
year. Instead, it will be 
every second year. 

The province announced 
Thursday it would be loos¬ 
ening its motor vehicle in¬ 
spection standards starting 
on April 1. The changes in¬ 
clude fewer inspections, 
fewer parts of a car needing 
to be inspected, and a new 
second opinion process. 

“We looked at other ju¬ 
risdictions and we believe 
we’ve come to a good mid¬ 
dle of the road — excuse 


the pun — decision on ve¬ 
hicle inspections here in 
the province,” said Richard 
Hurlburt, minister of Serv¬ 
ice Nova Scotia and Munici¬ 
pal Relations. 

Staff said they receive 
about 100 complaints each 
year about stations goug¬ 
ing customers at annual 
checkups. Consumers now 
have the option to go to 
government staff for a sec¬ 
ond opinion. 

If the original inspector 
is found to have given an 
inaccurate inspection, he 
or she could face fines or a 
suspension. 

Inspections themselves 
will be less rigorous. Horns, 
lights, mirrors, couplings

and windshield wipers will 
no longer be part of check¬ 
ups. Hurlburt said those 
are non-essential items 
that are the drivers’ re¬ 
sponsibility. 

“There’s also laws in our 
province where if they’re 
stopped by police they will 
be charged if they do not 
have the proper working fa¬ 
cilities on their vehicle. So 
the owners have some re¬ 


sponsibility also,” he said. 

The department hopes to 
double last year’s number 
of 340 roadside inspections. 
But that will take three new 
staff members at an esti¬ 
mated cost of $200,000, 
which Hurlburt must con¬ 
vince cabinet to approve. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil praised yesterday’s 
announcement, saying his 
party has been calling for 
biennial inspections since 
April 2007. 

“This is about striking a 
balance. This is about 
making sure the safety of 
Nova Scotians is protect¬ 
ed, as well as giving con¬ 
sumers a reasonable 
break,” McNeil said. 


Forest industry 
official makes 
pitch to Greens 

convention A potential 
battle between the clear- 
cutters and the tree- 
huggers is more likely to be 
a sober discussion of mutu¬ 
al challenges as the forestiy 
industiy makes its case at 
the Green party convention 
Friday night. 

“The old concept that en¬ 
vironmental groups hold 
demonstrations and forest 
companies dig in their heels 
has got dinosaur dandruff 
all over it,” Avrim Lazar, 
president and CEO of the 
Forest Products Association 
of Canada, said Thursday. 

That’s the message Lazar, 
whose association 
represents an industry that’s 
the world’s biggest exporter 
of forestiy products, plans to 
convey to grassroots Greens 
when he delivers a keynote 
address at their biennial pol¬ 
icy convention Friday night. 

Lazar said he expects to 
find welcome ears in an au¬ 
dience that will include 
people who in past years 
would have been more like¬ 
ly to form human chains 
around trees than to listen 
to someone whose job it is 
to cut them down. 

Green Leader Elizabeth 
May invited Lazar to speak 
after hearing his views on 
climate change, a problem 
the Canadian forestiy indus¬ 
tiy is dealing with, too. 

“Inviting and featuring in 
our program (Lazar) at least 
will give people reason to 
question their preconceived 
notions and recognize that 
the Green party is ... not a 
party that is against indus¬ 
tiy or against people having 
jobs, or a number of things 
that people seem to think 
that a party called the 
Green party will be about,” 
May said Thursday.

It took six peace officers to 
subdue two family mem¬ 
bers of a murder victim 
who went after a 
defendant in court Thurs¬ 
day morning. 

The incident is proof 
courthouses need more se¬ 
curity, says Rick Wood- 
burn, head of the Nova 
Scotia Crown Attorneys’ 
Association. 

“Let’s invite society’s 
most violent people into 
your workplace, with 
weapons, and let them sit 
behind you for several 
hours,” Woodburn said. 

“Are you going to be 
looking over your shoul¬ 
der?” 

The fight occurred dur¬ 
ing a routine court appear¬ 
ance Thursday for Steven 
Maurice Colley, charged in 
the first-degree murder of 
Andre Jonathan Slawter in 
January. 

Woodburn said the 
Crown attorney handling 
the case, Perry Borden, sus¬ 
pected there might be 
trouble, so he asked to 


have a metal detector set 
up and extra sheriffs post¬ 
ed in the courtroom. He al¬ 
so asked two RCMP officers 
who were at court Thurs¬ 
day morning to sit in. 

Woodburn said when 
the two men went after 
Colley, it took all the 
Mounties and sheriffs to 
subdue them — leaving 
Borden alone with the un¬ 
shackled accused. 

“Luckily, (Borden) looks 
more like a linebacker for 
the Pittsburgh Steelers 
than he does a Crown at¬ 
torney. The majority of our 
prosecutors are not like 
that. We’re not trained to 
defend ourselves,” Wood¬ 
burn said. 

For a year, the associa¬ 
tion has been asking for 
more courthouse security. 
Woodburn said courthous¬ 
es need permanent metal 
detectors, and partitions to 
keep spectators from going 
after lawyers or the ac¬ 
cused. 

The Spring Garden Road 
provincial courthouse has 
a permanent metal detec¬ 
tor, and Woodburn said 
sheriffs are confiscating 
knives from people who 


were convicted of stab- 
bings in the past. 

“My fear is that without 
the metal detector, they 


could have easily come in 
with weapons (Thursday),” 
he said.

lence march early in 2007. 

The Crown argued Pro¬ 
vo, Brandon Beals and Van¬ 
tino Beals walked away 
from a confrontation with 
Sparks and Johnston, who 
were armed. 


But defence lawyers 
Patrick MacEwen and 
Kevin Burke said the 
Crown’s case relied heavily 
on the testimony of Vanti¬ 
no Beals, who had been 
drinking heavily that 
night.

Going loonie over DVDs 

Halifax Public Libraries to cut fines in half for late returns

If you’ve ever shelled out a 
few toonies for a late 
library DVD, the library has 
some good news for you. 

Starting March 30, it’s cut¬ 
ting fines for late DVDs in 
half, to a loonie per day. 
You’ll also be able to borrow 
DVDs for a week, instead of 
three days. 

Also, any items you bor¬ 
row from the library will ei¬ 
ther be for one week or 
three weeks. 

Francisca Goldsmith, di¬ 
rector of branch services for 
Halifax Public Libraries, said 
library staff was having a 
hard time explaining the dif¬ 
ference between three-day 
DVD loans, seven-day Rapid 
Read loans, and the standard 
21-day loan. 

People usually visit the li¬ 
brary weekly, Goldsmith 
said. If an item is due in 
three days instead of seven, 
many people can’t get it 
back in time. 

“It’s a problem in libraries 


throughout North America. 
People get scared if they owe 
money, particularly young 
people,” Goldsmith said. 

She said some children 
with late items weren’t com¬ 
ing back to the library at all. 


“If you’re 12, you’ve got 
three DVDs and they’re two 
days overdue, you’ll get 
nervous. We were losing in¬ 
ordinate numbers of young 
borrowers.”

But Rapid Reads — 
popular bestsellers the li¬ 
brary puts out on a special 
display for anyone lucky 
enough to pop in when the 
book is there — will see 
their fines drop to $1. 

Goldsmith expects the li¬ 
brary will collect its usual 
$635,000 in fines and fees 
this year, despite the 
changes. It loaned four mil¬ 
lion items in 2008.

It’s being described as a 
"bold move 1 ’ and a "major 
step” in the fight to lower 
greenhouse gas 
emissions. 

A discussion paper re¬ 
leased Thursday by the 
provincial government is 
being looked upon to help 
cap greenhouse gas and air- 
pollutant emissions. The 
government is looking for 


citizens’ comments on its 
plan to slash these emis¬ 
sions to 10 per cent below 
1990 levels by 2020. 

But some questions about 
the plan remain, such as 
how much it will cost. Envi¬ 
ronment Minister David 
Morse said switching over 
to renewable forms of ener¬ 
gy will actually save people 
money. But he didn’t have 
any numbers to back it up. 

“I’m not able to give you a 
percentage or a number. 
But I am satisfied, based on 


all the input we’ve had 
right across the province, 
that this is the way to go,” 
he said. 

Morse has stated that he 
does expect Nova Scotia 
Power to raise its rates to 
help it meet the cap dead¬ 
lines. But he said the intan¬ 


gible costs associated with 
coal-fired energy outweigh 
the cheaper rates. 

“We’re looking at what is 
the most cost-effective way 
of powering the province. 
And we feel the climate 
change action plan answers 
that question,” he said 


The opposition dismissed 
Thursday’s release of the 
paper. 

“The government de¬ 
scribes the discussion paper 
as a ‘bold move.’ But for 
heaven’s sake, it’s a discus¬ 
sion paper,” said NDP envi¬ 
ronment critic Graham 
Steele. 

The plan, announced in 
Januaiy, would cap emis¬ 
sions at 9.7 million tonnes 
in 2010, 8.8 million tonnes 
in 2015 and 7.5 million 
tonnes in 2020.

Residents losing confidence in 
police department, report finds 


Charlottetown residents 
are losing confidence in 
their police department 
and morale within the 
force itself is low, says a re¬ 
port on police services in 
the Island capital. 

The City of Charlotte¬ 
town commissioned a full 
review of the Charlotte¬ 
town Police Department 
last September to deal 
with growing demands for 
more police services. 

“We believe that the CPS 
is increasingly isolated 
from the community it 
serves. We conclude that 
while the CPS is present in 
the community, it is not a 
meaningful part of the 
community,” the report, 
by Verheul and Associates, 
says. It says calls aren’t re¬ 
turned and residents don’t 
see police except on “tick¬ 
eting binges.” 

“We believe that commu¬ 
nity confidence in the CPS 
is steadily declining and is

presently at risk. Because 
confidence begets credibili¬ 
ty, which then determines 
legitimacy, we conclude 
that the challenge before 
the CPS is serious.”

It reviewed everything 
from sick leave, overtime, 
file allocation, workload, 
data for the PROS file oc¬ 
currence system, a selec¬ 
tion of investigative files 
and talked to some com¬ 
plainants. 

The report indicates 
Charlottetown police are 
providing a good level of 
service, have a strong rela¬ 
tionship with the RCMP, 
corrections and probations 
and child and family Serv¬ 
ices, but there is consider¬ 
able room for improve¬ 
ment in the quality of 
Crown briefs prepared for 
the Crown attorney’s of¬ 
fice. It also suggests the 
force establish a stronger 
intelligence wing.

nomic times, too. 

While cities like Calgaiy 
charge a fee for libraiy ac¬ 
cess, other cities across the 
countiy have access for free 
— but change may be afoot. 

Halifax city staff recently 
warned council the budget 
is going to be tight this year, 
with cuts to services and tax 
hikes likely coming. Still, 
Mackenzie said the libraiy 
has always had enough city 
funding that it doesn’t need 
to charge for its services. 
The library doesn’t charge a 
fee to get a library card, ei¬ 
ther. 

“Looking at our commu¬ 
nity, we want to be as ac¬ 
cessible as we possibly 
can. We’ve never needed 
to go down that road, and 
I’m certain we’d never 
want to.”

Drug war rages 

Troops hit border towns to target gangs 


Mexico is sending up to 
5,000 new troops and fed¬ 
eral police to the country’s 
most violent city, where 
law and order is on the 
brink of collapse in a bru¬ 
tal war between drug 
gangs aided by corrupt po¬ 
lice. 

The army said on Thurs¬ 
day the new deployment 
could take the number of 
soldiers and federal police 
to over 7,000 in Ciudad 
Juarez, across the border 
from El Paso, Texas. This 
month drug hitmen killed 
250 people in Juarez, where 
a meeting of cabinet mem¬ 
bers Wednesday was rattled 
by bomb scares.

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Footprints found in Kenya 
that resemble those left in 
wet sand by beach-goers 
today show that 1.5 
million years ago a human 
ancestor walked like we 
do with anatomically 
modern feet, scientists 
said Thursday. 

The remains of the foot¬ 
prints found in sedimentary 
rock near Ileret in northern 
Kenya most likely were left 
by a human ancestor called 
Homo erectus, also known 
as Homo ergaster, an inter¬ 
national team of scientists 
wrote in the journal Sci¬ 
ence. 

The scientists found a se¬ 
ries of footprints, including 
one apparently left by a 
child, left by individuals 
walking on a muddy river 
bank. Judging from stride 
length, they estimated the 
individuals were about five- 
foot-nine in height. 

“It was land of creepy ex¬ 


cavating these things to see 
all of a sudden something 
that looks so dramatically 
like something that you 
yourself could have made 
20 minutes earlier in some 
land of wet sediment just 
next to the site,” archaeolo¬ 
gist David Braun of the Uni¬ 
versity of Cape Town in 
South Africa, one of the re¬ 
searchers, said in a tele¬ 
phone interview. 

“These could quite easily 
have been made on the 
beach today,” Braun added. 

The footprints show the 
individuals had a big toe 
parallel to the other toes, 
unlike that of other apes 
where it is separated in a 
grasping configuration use¬ 
ful in the trees. 

The footprints also show 
a characteristic human-lilce 
arch and short toes, which 
are typically associated with 
an upright bipedal stance.

Greek air disaster case 
heads to court in Cyprus 


trial Three people ap¬ 
peared in a Cyprus court 
on Thursday charged with 
involvement in a 2005 
plane crash that killed 121 
people in Greece’s worst 
and most perplexing air 
disaster on record. 

Executives of the pri¬ 
vately owned Cypriot He¬ 
lios Airways airline, which 
has suspended operations, 
and the airline itself face 
charges of manslaughter 
and of causing death 
through negligence in a 
highly charged case. 

Investigators say lack of 


oxygen knocked uncon¬ 
scious almost everyone on 
board the Helios Airways 
Boeing 737-300 flight trav¬ 
elling from Larnaca in 
Cyprus to Prague on Aug. 
14, 2005. 

It flew on autopilot for 
two hours before smashing 
into a hillside north of 
Athens from lack of fuel. 

Three of four individuals 
facing charges made a 
brief appearance before a 
local magistrate on Thurs¬ 
day, as dozens of relatives 
clad in black held pictures 
of victims. reuters

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The trouble with fake guns

yelled the 
as he put his 
to Pat Johnson’s 
head. He’d just walked into 
the antique store she man¬ 
ages in Vancouver’s swanky 
Shaughnessy district. 

When he turned away, 
some colleagues tackled 
him to the ground, sending 
his weapon flying. But the 
gunman’s arrest wasn’t the 
end of the story. When offi¬ 
cers picked up the gun for 
evidence, they learned it 
was an imitation — a BB 
gun, made to look just like 


the real thing. 

Of course, that didn’t 
make it any less traumatic 
for Johnson. “A gun’s a 
gun,” she says. “And we 
were all terrified.” 

And it seems, that’s what 
criminals are learning, too. 
Police across Canada say 
fake guns that look 
real are being 
used in 
more and 
more 
crimes. 

They’re used 
in car-jackings, bank 
robberies and convenience 
store holdups, too. 

And realistic-looking 
guns are causing problems 
in schools. In Toronto, 
there have recently been 
more incidents involving 
fake guns than the real 
thing. 

So what’s the attraction? 
Well, for one, young people 
tell us it’s fun to shoot a BB 
gun that looks just like a 
cop’s. And these fakes are 


easy to buy. In most parts of 
Canada, there are no age re¬ 
quirements around who 
can buy a realistic-looking 
gun. 

Manufacturers sure know 
the appeal of real-looking 
fakes — they’re making 
buckets of money, by get¬ 
ting licensing agree¬ 
ments from the 
real gun 
man- 
ufac- 
tur- 
ers to 
make 
theirs as real as 

possible. 

And criminals know that 
it’s perfectly legal to carry a 
real-looking gun, and no 
permit’s required to get 
one. 

For the cops? It all spells 
big trouble. When they get 
a “gun call,” they respond 
as though the person — 
young or old — is carrying a 
real gun. In Canada, that’s 
led to unnecessary shoot¬ 


ings and fatalities. 

Over the years, numerous 
coroner’s juries, and police 
at all levels have called on 
the federal government to 
tighten up the laws when it 
comes to these fake guns. 
Some cops want the imita¬ 
tions banned. Others want 
a “must be 18 to buy and 
possess” law. And others 
say you should have to have 
a licence to buy a gun that 
looks like the real deal. 

The federal government 
says it’s looking at the 
issue — a “working group” 
was struck two years ago. 

While we wait for its rec¬ 
ommendations, store man¬ 
ager Pat Johnson has in¬ 
stalled tighter security at 
her shop, so now any “cus¬ 
tomers” have to be buzzed 
in.

Feds miss out on green opportunities 



Creating sustainable solu¬ 
tions is like getting a triple¬ 
letter score in Scrabble. You 
are strategically making 
choices that give you triple 
benefits in the environ¬ 
ment, economy, and health. 
When I went cruising 
through all 343 pages of the 
2009 federal budget, I was 
thinking there are some of 
those 60 pointer ideas miss¬ 
ing. 

Some of the topics that I 
looked for included energy 
efficiency and security, re¬ 
newable energy, drinking 
and waste water, sustain¬ 
able transportation, biodi¬ 
versity, green buildings, 
waste and emissions, and 
sustainable procurement. 


I also had an eye out for 
strategic investment in 
communities that need it 
most. In the budget, there 
are some hopeful mentions 
in areas such as First Na¬ 
tions drinking and waste 
water infrastructure, con¬ 
taminated sites, energy effi¬ 
ciency in homes, and sus¬ 
tainable transportation. 

For me, one of the major 
themes was the missing ex¬ 
amples. 

In the brackets beside 
clean energy funds, I could¬ 
n’t find a mention of renew¬ 
able energy. This is a perfect 
time to invest in renew¬ 
ables — such as solar and 
wind — to help bring down 
energy costs and create 
home-grown manufactur¬ 
ing and trade jobs. 

I fear Canada will lose out 
on the economic, ecologi¬ 
cal, and energy security ad¬ 
vantage of renewables with¬ 
out initial strong invest¬ 
ment and policy signals 
from government. 

On the biodiversity front, 


restorative forestiy would 
help to capture greenhouse 
gases and enhance native 
biodiversity to support 
longer-term sustainable for¬ 
est management and 
species recov- 
eiy. 

Restorative 
forestry could 
help to re¬ 
store cultural 
values associ¬ 
ated with our 
forests and be 
a good employment strate¬ 
gy across the country. 

Active transportation in¬ 
frastructure in urban and 
rural areas was not high¬ 
lighted. Active transporta¬ 
tion when you walk or bicy¬ 
cle to work, for example — 
is a clear triple benefit: it 
cuts air pollutants, saves 
you money, and gets you fit. 

With the government in¬ 
vesting wads of money to 
help the economy, now is 
the perfect time to strength¬ 
en government procure¬ 
ment policies to maximize

sustainability outcomes. 

Finally, under green infra¬ 
structure, focused programs 
and policies on obtaining 
energy efficiency in institu¬ 
tional and commercial sec- 
tors is gold. 

Energy effi¬ 
ciency can 
save up to 30 
per cent or 
more on heat 
and electricity 
bills. 

As the say¬ 
ing goes, the devil is in the 
details. When programs 
and polices get rolled out, it 
is here where criteria will 
shape funding investment. 
My hope would be that 
some of these examples will 
appear there.

Spit study offers health insight 


Bacteria found in people’s 
spit does not vary much 
around the world, a sur¬ 
prising finding that could 
provide insights into how 
diet and cultural factors af¬ 
fect human health, re¬ 
searchers said Thursday. 

Because the human body 
harbours 10 times more 
bacterial cells than human 
cells, scientists are trying 
to understand more about 
the bacteria we carry. 

The human mouth is a 
major gateway for bacteria 
into the body and it con¬ 
tains a diverse array of mi¬ 
crobial species. 

Yet scientists know little 
about this diversity and 
how it relates to diet, envi¬ 
ronment, health and dis¬ 
ease, they added. 

“We are interested in 
this because by studying 
the bacteria we can get 
more insights into human 
populations than we 
would get from just study¬ 
ing the human DNA,” 
Mark Stonelcing of 
the Max Planck In¬ 
stitute in Leipzig, 
Germany, who led 
the study, said in a 
telephone inter¬ 
view. 

In their study 



published in Genome Re¬ 
search, the team se¬ 
quenced bacteria found in 
saliva samples taken from 
120 healthy volunteers 
from North America, 
South America, Western 
Europe, Eastern Europe, 
Africa and Asia. 

Not surprisingly, they 
observed considerable di¬ 
versity of bacterial life in 
the overall saliva microbio- 
me, both within and be¬ 
tween individuals. 

But when comparing 
samples from different ge¬ 
ographic areas they found 
not much variation, sug¬ 
gesting that bacteria with¬ 
in the mouth of a person’s 
neighbour is likely to be 
just as different as some¬ 
one on the other side of 
the world. 

The findings could help 
better understand human 

t migrations and 
I populations as 
well as provide 
background for fu¬ 
ture studies look¬ 
ing at the influ¬ 
ence of diet, cul¬ 
tural factors and 
disease on differ¬ 
ences in saliva 
bacteria.

Director Snyder avoids big names in Watchmen

When it came time to fill 
the platform boots of 
Watchmen’s various moral¬ 
ly ambiguous superheroes, 
director Zack Snyder took 
some potentially commer¬ 
cially ruinous risks. 

Big names like Tom Cruise 
had been long bandied 
about, but that level of bag¬ 
gage-bringing star power 
didn’t sit well with the con¬ 
troversial filmmaker, so in¬ 
stead, he opted to cast a slew 
of critically celebrated but 
lesser known artists. 

This meant bringing ac¬ 
tors to the fold who weren’t 
known for donning latex 
tights and navigating tricky 
special effects; people like 
Billy Crudup (Almost Fa¬ 
mous), Oscar-nominated for¬ 
mer child star Jackie Earle 
Haley (Little Children), 
Matthew Goode (Match 
Point), Patrick Wilson (Hard 
Candy) and Malin Alcerman 
(The Heartbreak Kid). 

Not exactly the roster you 
expect for a comic book film 
— it opens next Friday — 
but then again, dismissing 
Alan Moore’s graphic novel 
as just a comic book is like 
calling Crime and Punish¬ 
ment a thriller. 

“None of us wanted to 
veer too far away from the 
source material, because it’s

perfect as it was,” says Alcer- 
man, who plays the central 
role of Laurie, a.lc.a. Silk 
Spectre II. 

The more or less faithfully 
adapted film sees a battered, 
bizarre version of mid-’80s 
America, still in the grip of 
the Cold War and littered 
with masked vigilantes 
whose personal and social 
problems leak out into their 
crime fighting work. 

“These are people who are 
convinced they are doing 
the right thing,” says Haley, 
who plays the film’s most 
unbalanced character, the 
mask-and-fedora wearing 
Rorschach. “Rorschach is a 
product of his childhood, his 
upbringing and even though 
he’s psychotic, he’s not a bad 
person.” 

One of the pivotal figures 
in Watchmen is the not-

quite-human Dr. Manhattan, 
a former scientist who gets 
disintegrated in a lab 
mishap only to re-particalize 
as a blue tinted, physically 
anamorphous superman. 

And while that descrip¬ 
tion doesn’t seem much like 
the handsome, unassuming 
Billy Crudup, with the aid of 
special effects, he had little 
trouble filling Manhattan’s 
supernatural shoes. “I’ve 
had people ask me how 
much of the performance is 
me,” says the actor of his dig¬ 
itally tweaked turn. “It was 
basically all mine. Sure, 
there was this puppet ver¬ 
sion of me in the computer, 
an exact replica of me that’s 
a different hue, but I was 
wired to it and had complete

control of eveiy facial tick 
and physical nuance.”

Waltz offers distinct journey

review The Israeli animat¬ 
ed feature Waltz with 
Bashir is a war movie that 
resists easy categorization. 

Writer-director Ari Fol¬ 
man, who served in the Is¬ 
raeli army, examines the 
traumatic aftermath of 
the 1982 Lebanese War 
where Palestinians, in the 
Sabra and Shatila refugee 
camps, were massacred 
by Lebanon’s Christian 
Phalangist militia. 

Although the Israeli 
command were not direct¬ 
ly responsible for the 
killings, they provided 
cover for the Phalangists 
to attack. 

The murders were per¬ 
petrated following the as¬ 
sassination of Lebanese 
President Bashir Gemayel. 

Waltz with Bashir does¬ 
n’t delve into the political 


dynamics of the war, but it 
does something more dis¬ 
tinct. 

Folman takes the viewer 
on a psychological journey 
into the tormented and va¬ 
cant memories of Israeli 
soldiers who haven’t been 
quite the same since they 
abetted those horrors two 
decades earlier. 

Folman goes beneath the 
reported facts and details 
into the harrowing experi¬ 
ences of young soldiers 
still trying to sort out 
memory from nightmare. 

Although the use of ani¬ 
mation is somewhat sug¬ 
gestive of pictures like 
Persepolis, this film isn’t 
quite so stylistically self- 
conscious. 

The sickly, halluncinato- 
ry images in Bashir unfold 
out of Folman’s own grow¬ 
ing awareness of his per¬ 
sonal participation in the 
bloody war’s aftermath. 

Besides being a boldly 
original memoir, Waltz 
with Bashir is an evoca¬ 
tive, compelling picture 
that searches for truth just 
as passionately as it yearns 
for it.

f someone told my 13- 
year-old self that Holly¬ 
wood was going to 
make a film out of my 
favorite video game I 
would have been per¬ 
plexed. I loved Pong, but 
couldn’t imagine that it 
would make an exciting 
movie. Tetris maybe, but 
not Pong. 

Times and technology cer¬ 
tainly have changed. The 
prehistoric blips of light 
that characterized the video 
games I played have been re¬ 
placed by games with stoiy- 
lines and three-dimensional 
characters called avatars. 
With improved quality 
came a proliferation of 
video game movies like this 
weekend’s Street Fighter: 
The Legend of Chun-Li. 

Video game movies get a 
bad rap — critic Nick 
Schager called House of the 
Dead an “astonishingly idi¬ 
otic piece of entertain¬ 


ment”— but not all of them 
are, as another critic said, 
“as bad as getting your eye¬ 
lid caught on a nail.” 

The first video game 
movie was 1982’s TRON, 
about a hacker abducted in¬ 
to computer world. Since 
then dozens of games have 
made the leap to the big 
screen. Mortal Kombat (re¬ 
leased in 1995) only scores 
24 per cent on Rotten Toma¬ 
toes but this Christopher 
Lambert movie about three 
martial artists whose skills 
will decide the fate of the 
world topped the box office 
for three weeks, features lots 
of great cheesy dialogue like, 
“You can look into my soul, 
but you don’t own it,” and 
has some good fight scenes. 

Hardcore gamers will 
have already seen those 
adaptations, but fear not, 
there are some interesting 
sounding movies on the 
way 28 Days Later scribe 
Alex Garland is penning Ha¬ 
lo, and Tom (The Sum of All 
Fears) Clancy is involved in 
bring Splinter Cell to the 
big screen.

She went from the campy 
directorial stylings of 


Michael McGowan straight 
to the glitz and glamour of a 
big Hollywood production. 
But the funny thing, said 
the 28-year-old with a laugh, 
was that Last Chance Harvey 
was Hoffman’s low-budget 
project. 

“They had T-shirts made 
up that said LCH (Last 
Chance Harvey) LBF (Low 
Budget Film),” said Balaban, 


who first appeared on the 
Canadian movie scene in 
1999’s New Waterford Girl. 

She played 15-year-old 
Mooney Pottie in the criti¬ 
cally acclaimed film about a 
young girl stifled by her up¬ 
bringing in a small, Cape 
Breton coal-mining town.

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Little Voice goes far 

A cappella group helped Sara Bareilles find success in L.A.

When setting up in a new 
city, we all find ways to 
ease the transition. For 
singer-songwriter Sara 
Bareilles, the solution was 
to join an a cappella group. 

Soon after moving to L.A. 
from Eureka, Calif., to at¬ 
tend UCLA, the chart-top- 
ping Grammy nominee 
signed up with Awaken A 
Capella, a group that mir¬ 
rored the musical theatre 
she grew up performing. 

“If you listen to my al¬ 
bum (Little Voice), you’ll 
hear that I’m veiy much in 
love with vocal harmonies, 
and that’s part of what 
drew me to a cappella,” 
she said. “Singing with 
such a supportive group re¬ 
ally nurtured my confi¬ 
dence ... It also enlight¬ 
ened me to the versatility 
of the voice — to how dy¬ 
namic a vocal performance 
can be.” 

Bareilles hasn’t under¬ 
gone formal musical train¬ 
ing, though her natural 
command of vocals shines 
through her love of a 
capella and sharply obser¬ 
vant lyrics. While Little 
Voice’s piano-driven tracks 
are largely dominated by 
vocals, they also feature 
details cribbed from studio 


musicians, from the Ma¬ 
roon 5-esque funk-roclc of 
Morningside to Come 
Round Soon’s electronic 
intro. 

“Sometimes I wish my 
training was different, 
since my skill level would 
be at a different place, and 
some of my limitations as a 
player would be solved,” 
she said. “(But) since song¬ 
writing has not been not 
dissected for me, it’s com¬ 
pletely personality-based. 
I’m not breaking it down to 
make a formula, or under¬ 


stand it mathematically.” 

Writing and recording 
Little Voice entailed some 
measure of creative con¬ 
flict between Bareilles and 
producer Eric Rosse. The 
pair are still friends, and 
Bareilles said the experi¬ 
ence, while difficult at the 
time, helped her grow as 
an artist. Compared to her 
self-produced demo al¬ 
bum, Careful Confessions, 
the tracks on Little Voice 
are much bigger — in 
terms of production, deliv¬ 
ery and attached price tag.

Several are reworked ver¬ 
sions of earlier songs. 

“When making music, if 
there’s not anyone push¬ 
ing back and challenging 
you — if you don’t fight for 
your ideas ... (and you’re) 
surrounded by yes men, 
you end up not doing 
everything you can,” she 
said.

But don’t 
expect any throat-singing; 
Idlout is a rocker for all au¬ 
diences first and foremost. 

“I’m the only Inulc in 
this town that I hang out 
with,” she said. 

“The themes that I write 
about are universal. I am 
informed by my culture in 
terms of who I am as a per¬ 
son ... I don’t broadcast it.” 

In fact, the rock 
chanteuse, who opened up 
for the White Stripes in 
Iqaluit in 2007 during that 
band’s foray into the Cana¬ 


dian North, doesn’t broad¬ 
cast anything she doesn’t 
think merits saying. 
Growling guitars accompa¬ 
ny laconic, straight-to- 
cases lyrics, as framed in 
her track Lovely Irene, a 
harrowing recount of the 
domestic abuse suffered by 
a close friend. 

The song had legs. The 
mayor of Iqaluit renamed 
the street on which that 
town’s women’s shelter 


sits after the acoustic ver¬ 
sion of the song, Angel 
Street, which led other 
cities across the country 
(Fredricton, N.B., is leading 
the charge) to consider do¬ 
ing the same. 

“Whenever you can con¬ 
tribute to the cause of peo¬ 
ple’s greater well-being, 
it’s a good thing,” she says. 

Idlout is an accidental, 
and reluctant, spokesper¬ 
son for the North. She 


notes there’s a common 
misconception among 
“Southerners” — the id¬ 
iom those living above the 
tree line have for the rest 
of us — that the North is a 
cold, barren land of tou- 
bled communities, border¬ 
ing on Neolithic. Though 
less cosmopolitan than 
Toronto or Montreal, it’s 
simply not the case, and 
she feels people need to 
learn more about the 
country in which they live. 

“I think for anyone to 
have a notion of what any 
place is, without having 
been there, is odd to begin 
with. I think people gener¬ 
ally believe that we’re 
stuck in the Stone Age and 
we haven’t adapted or 
made contribution to the 
modern world, and that’s 
not true,” she said. 

“There are people who 
live a modern life and a 
traditional one as well. It’s 
a dangerously fun place. 
Spring’s coming, the sea¬ 
son for nudie-Slci-Dooing.”

If you’re new to indie rock 
it’s likely that you haven’t 
heard of Gentleman Reg. 
That’s not because the 
Toronto-based singer-song- 
writer isn’t any good, it’s 
just taken him five years to 
release a new album. 

“There are so many rea¬ 
sons,” says Reg Vermue, 
about why he hasn’t put out 
a new disc since 2004’s Dar¬ 
by & Joan. “A main one was 
the dissolving of my old 
record label, Three Gut 
Records. That was a biggie.” 

Just because his label dis¬ 
banded, didn’t mean Ver¬ 
mue threw in the towel. He 
was forced to work the disc 
himself for more than a 
year, and when he finally 
sat down to record a record 
more problems arose. 

“The actual process of 
making the album didn’t 
take that long,” he says. 
“Like everything else, it was 
the business. There were 
band lineup changes and I 
went through three man¬ 
agers.” 

Luckily, Vermue — whose 
specialty is delicate indie 
pop — not only created the 
best album of his career 
with Jet Black, but he land¬ 
ed on Arts & Crafts, the ven¬ 
erable Toronto-based label 
that’s home to Feist and 
Broken Social Scene. 

“Arts& Crafts and I have 


always flirted with each 
other and I’ve sung with 
Broken Social Scene a 
bunch of times," says Ver¬ 
mue, explaining why he 
signed to the label. 

“And Kevin Drew (BSS 
singer and label co-owner) 
has always been a huge fan 
and supporter. So it was 
just very natural for me to 
give this record to them.” 

What A&C got isn’t the 
usual Gentleman Reg fare. 
Instead of light poppy num¬ 
bers Vermue turned up his 
amp and churned out a 
bevy of hook-filled rockers. 
The most memorable tune 


is We’re in a Thunderstorm, 
an odd, but unbelievably in¬ 
fectious chillout dance club 
track. 

“The music is definitely 
more experimental and 
playful,” he says. “(Unlike 
on other albums) I wanted 
what was best for the songs 
and let go of my ego. I was 
open to admitting that 
maybe making the song a 
minute shorter is better for 
a pop song.” 


As for the dance track, 
Gentleman Reg says that’s 
from a recording session 
with I Am Robot’s Shaw- 
Han Liem. The two created 
an album’s worth of experi¬ 
mental club numbers, but 
Vermue decided to include 
We’re in a Thunderstorm 
on Jet Black rather than this 
chillout disc that may or 
may not see the light of day. 

“I wanted something real¬ 
ly exciting, a little spark,” 


says Vermue. “I went 
through all my dance stuff 
thinking I was insane to 
think about it, but I found 
that one song that’s the 
least dancy of all the stuff I 
recorded.” 

So now that his record is 
complete and his music has 
found a new home, Vermue 
must be feeling pretty con¬ 
tent, right? Not so much. 

"I don’t feel settled. 
There’s a lot of stuff going 
on right now. And I think 
being too comfortable is not 
necessarily a good thing, 
that would make me lazy, 
and it has the past."

leaked through the online 
store officially used by Uni¬ 
versal Australia. Universal 
is U2’s record label. 

ARGUMENT AGAINST: Why 
would the world’s biggest 
record label do something 
that sabotages sales for an 
album by its biggest band? 

for: This was actually 
the second leak. A week 
earlier, it was available on 
Napster Mobile. But since 
no one has ever heard of 
Napster Mobile, it went un¬ 
noticed. Could the Aus¬ 
tralian leak have been a 
mulligan? 

against: U2 manager 
Paul McGuiness is one of 


music’s most outspoken 
people on the problem of 
piracy and illegal down¬ 
loads. He wants ISPs put 
on the hook for money 
lost due to file-trading. 

for: Reaction to Get On 
Your Boots, the first single, 
has been tepid. An album 
leak gets people talking 
about U2. 

against: People will talk 
about U2, anyway. The 
band played for Obama 
and opened the Grammys. 

for: According to 

Forbes, only one-eighth a 
band’s income comes from 
album sales these days. U2 
will gross a $250 million 
from its upcoming world 
tour. A new CD is just an 
excuse for U2 to go on the 
road and make some real 
money. 

against: When you sell 
more than 10 million 
copies of each album, one- 
eighth is still a lot of mon¬ 


ey. 

The real answer is proba¬ 
bly “It was all just a mis¬ 
take.” You can keep a new 
album secret as long as it 
stays in the studio, but the 
moment you have to ship 
it to pressing plants and 


download stores, it can all 
go horribly wrong very 
quickly. All it takes is one 
digital copy.

Spaghetti with 
Scallops, 
Asparagus and 
Swiss Chard 

INGREDIENTS: 

2/3 lb (300 g) spaghetti 
1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 
12-oz (350 g) scallops, 
quartered if large 
7 oz (200 g) asparagus, 
trimmed and cut into 1 
1/2-in. (3-cm) lengths 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) grated fresh 
ginger 

1/2 lemon, zest grated and 
juiced 

1/2 lb (250 g) Swiss chard 
leaves, coarsely shredded 
1/3 cup (75 ml) water 

METHOD: 

1. Cook spaghetti in large 
pot of lightly salted 
boiling water according to 
packet instructions. When 
ready, drain. 

2. While pasta is cooking, 
heat oil in wok or large 
frying pan over high heat. 
Add scallops in a single 
layer and cook, turning oc¬ 
casionally, about 3 


minutes or until lightly 
golden and almost cooked 
through. Transfer scallops 
to plate, using slotted 
spoon, and keep warm. 

3. Add asparagus to wok 
with ginger and lemon 
zest. Cook, stirring 
frequently, about 4 
minutes until starting to 
soften. 

4. Add Swiss chard leaves 
to wok and toss lightly. 
Pour in water, cover wok 
and cook about 5 minutes 
until Swiss chard is wilted 
and asparagus is tender. 

5. Return scallops to wok 
with lemon juice and sea¬ 
son to taste. Add spaghetti 
to wok and gently toss to 
mix with scallops and as¬ 
paragus. Serve at once.
